Catherine Shea filed the Agency Report in this
GAO protest. Protester contends that the agency
violated CICA by failing to evaluate its proposal in
accordance with the solicitation and that the
agency failed to provide QuanTech with solicitation
materials.

Eastern Technical Enterprises v. U.S. et.
al.(EDNY)CV98-6946-CV98-7237

Ken Lechter is scheduled to travel to New York
next week with EASC contracting and Atlantic
Marine Center program personnel to brief the
Chief of the Admiralty Division of the Justice
Department regarding these two cases. Our initial
analysis indicates that one of these suits (which
are appeals from two contracting officer’s final
decisions) may be subject to a motion to dismiss for
failure to exhaust administrative remedies.

TSI

Along with NOAA Congressional Affairs and the
SARSAT program office, we met with an aide to
Congressman Hoyer who was concerned that
NOAA had unduly delayed paying protest costs to
TSI on the first of its several protests, and that
NOAA had not exercised the best business
judgment by continuing with its § 8(a)
procurement rather than purchase TSI's system.
We explained that there had been difficulties in
locating funds and that responding to the
continuing series of protests had diverted the
program office. We further explained as to why we
believe the GAO decisions on the protest were in
error.
